JROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE
CONBTITUTION SUBMITTED TO
THE CITIZENS OF THIS COMMOM-
WEALTH FOR THEIR APPROVAL OR
REJECTION, BY THE GENKERAL A8
SEMBLY OF THE COMMONWEALTH
OF  PENNEBYLVANIA, AND PUR-
LIBHED BY ORDER OF THE BECRE-
TARY OF THE COMMONWEALTH, IN
PURSUIANCE OF ARTICLE XVIil OF
THE CONBTITUTION,
A JOINT RESOLUTION
raposing amendmenta 1o sections elght
and twenty-one of artlele four, seetlons
eleven and twelve of drticle flve, sec-
tions two, three, and fourtesn of artlale
olght, section onn of article twelve, and
woctions two and seven of article four-
teen, of the Constitution of Pennsyl-
viinls, and providing o scheduls  for
earrving the amendments Into effect.

Seotion 1. Be Jt resolved by the Bennte
and  House of Ropresentatives of the
Commonwealth of Ponosylvanio in Gen-
erdl Assombly met, That the following
are propossd as amendments to the Con-
riltution of the Commonwealth of Penn-
pvivanin, In accordance with the provi-
slona of the elghteenth article thereof:—
Amendment One—To Article Four, Heo-

tlon Kight,

Section 2 Amend section sight of article
four of the Constitution of Peunnsylvania,
which reads as follows—

“"He shall nominate and, by and with
the advice and consent of two-thirds of

commisslons which shall expire nt ths
ond of thelr next sosslon; he shall have
power to Ml any vacaney that moy hap-
pen, doring the recess of the Bennte, in
the offtce of Auditor Genernl, State
Trensurer, Beerotary of Internal Afales
of Superintendent of Pulille Instruction,
In a Judicknl afMee, or In any other elpe-
tive oMee which he s or may be au-
thoriged to fill; if the voenney shall hap-
pen during the sesslon of the Benate,
the Covernor shall nominate to the Ben-
ate, before their final adjournment, n
propér person to NI sald vacaney; hat
in any sueh ense of vaedney, In an slae.

thoriged by the Constitution or by law
1o appoint; he shall have power to fill
all vacancles that may happen, In ofMices
to which le may appoint, during the re-
cons of the Senate, by granting commis-
plors which shall expirs at the end of
thele next sesnlon; he shall have power
to Ml any vacaney that moay happen,
during the recess of the Benate, In the
office of Auditor Genernl, State Trens-
urer, Becrotory  of  Iuternal Affalrs or
Buperintendent of Publlie Instruction, in
a Judicin] oMee, or In nny other slective
office which he Is or may be authorized
to Al if the vacancy shall happen durs
i the scaslon of the Sennte, the Gov-
erpnor shnll nominate to the Senate, he-
fore thelr Apnl adjournment, o proper
person 1o il sald vacancy; but In any
such cose of vacancy, in an elective of-
